What such & man may *ay or may ool say,
and the manner of his saying or not saying, can
very well be made to neslet us in rightly com-
prehending the charaoter of the man and his
purposes, and the probable inMuence hie will
exert upon the country if eleeled to the Presi-
dency. Henes, next to Geners) Grant, no  man
has better cinims to our attention than Horatio
Beymoor, His latest utterance |4 avery way
charncteristic: smooth as oll and as fair ssemiog
as hypoerisy iteell, coniaining every disposition
to deeeive, but without the ability, When one
or two lmporiant words are understoond, the
most conningly written letter in cioher s made

lain. So we have only to read Mr, Beymour's
etter of acceplance, consisling of vacue
goveralities, slde by side with the history

of the country during the late civil war and
sioee, to understand its most oconlt and difficalt
parte, Inthe Orst readiog if slipe through tha
mind ke o fresli-cavght cel through the hand:
you must grupple with him again, if yon woold
not lose vour woek and live., The contrast be-
tween lis letter and thatof General Grant s in
every regpoct striking,.  In consdlting them, it
is plain to gee whioh is the houest patriot, rely-
ing upon the gimple truth, aud which the dema.
gopue, relying upon dexterity and cunning. The
one {8 just as evident as the other, Grant has
few words, and w gimple and sbyilons meaning.
Boymour has tenoy words, and s0 arranged as
to cover f most malign parposs apder s
attractive dress, e talls; but only beonuse
no skill ean conceal the political monstrosivies
wliieh underlie the orean:zstion of whiah s I8
the eaudidate, He is the candidate of the pid
slavery party—a party of which it was the glory
or Lke ghnme to have done its worst, during atl
the lute war, to eiipple the Governmeot aod
encourage the Kevels; which never wearied in
its ¢florts to bring about such a conclusion of
the war a8 wouly leave slavery, the cause of the
war, fotuet, o order to understand the vague
eneralitios of thw letter, iL need not be remem-
Elrﬂ'd thut ité autlior virtually, while Governor
of our State, was the recoguized Iriend of men
engaged in one of the bloudiest riots ou record,
It necd not be remembersd that that riot wis
crented 1o mssist the Revels o their etorts 1o
dividethe Union and overibrow the Government
in all the Southern BStates, 1t need not pe
rememboered that Mr., Seymour omitted no
opportiunity to resist the vicorous prosecution
ot the war for the Unwon, when e could do se
under rome techuicality or pretext, and escape
the consequences of open treason, It nesd not
be rf'mvmﬂu'n_w.ltlmt, whileaword and pestilence
were thinuing the losal ranks, nod the country
was calling lor men, Mr, Seymouar, while resist-
ing the deaft by bloudy riuts, was eqaally
opposing the voluulury enlistment of colored
men. We need not remember any of thls, The
Jéetter—notwithstanding 1ta smoothness, vague
uess, and duplicity—is quite intelhgiole as 10
what manner of man He is who now asks us to
make him the Chiel Magistrale of the nution.

1 have denounced this letter a8 enouing and
cowardly, The wriler, when evaewvoring to
deal the most dewdly Llows, hi‘ed himsell be-
hind others, He dors not honestly tell uas upon
hisown suthorily what be thinks and feels; but
craftily spenks o the pame of third paries —
fellz us what “they” think and =ay. He shields
bimself behind “intellizent won,” *thoughtiul
men,” “the best men," “every thiuking man,”
“many Republicaps,” “the ablest leaders”—
tells ue what they feel, think, and say. Onoe
would think these wble men, thinking mey,
these leaders of the Republican purty, might be
allowed to do their own epeaking aud wiiting,
When the country desires 1o know the views of
these emiuent persons, It knows how to get
them. The occasion did not exll fur a etatement
ol their views, bat those of Horatio Sseymour;
but this & Horatio's sty e.” and charaetenstic
of the man, ana & part of the Presudent of the
United States, when we msge him such.  Has
the country not bad epough of this sorc? Docs
guybody want a revised sud correcied edition of
Andrew Jobnson in the Presidentinl chair for
the vext four yesrs?

Complaint is adroitly made in this letter that
“Congress has allied itsell to military power,”
a8 11 1t were a erime. When was wuy govern-
ment not allied to anch puwer=easpereinlly when,
as lo the cuse ol our own, its authority is re-
sisted by lurge communities of men recently in
open rebellion?  Why shoold not the law-
makiog power of the nation be allied to military
power?  What would any goverumeant be worth
puanilied to suflicient mylitary ptwer 10 make its
laws regpecied? What better wonld a Demo-
crutie Congress do?!  Wonld such a Congre:s
refose to vmploy mitlitary power to  protect per-
gops and property from murler wnd destruction?
Or wounld it yielf 1o «ll the demands of the
defented rebels? What would it do? Supposethe
frecamen of th= South were bauded in associa-
tions for the purpose of resistng Lhe ians
of & Democratie Copgress, and by a system of
terror, of seerel agsassinatllon, were keeping
whole Stutes in a condition of angrehy—wounld
euch a Congress refuse to avall iteelt of military
power to sconre order aud tranguillity?  of
coutrse, 1t would not; snd Horntio Seymoar wonid
be nmoug the first to recommend sucn alliguce of
wilitary power with the law-msking power, and
its vigorous employment to suvpress violence,
But 1t huppens that not the freedmen nor the
loyal white men of the Southare sneaced in law-
less vio epe2; but the tormer sluvemaaters, the

ancient plave-power, the Southern wris-
tocracy, the bFonthern fll';nm‘fl(‘]. are
obstructine the laws and iuterierning  with
the frecdom of the ballotbox, destroviong

the peace und good order ol society—snd this
makes a:l the diifarencs, They ure o orivileged
clnsg, They have alwaye been a law unto them-
gelves, and hoave been necustomed 10 larap the
npegroes 10 their bearts' content, Tais is why
Mr, Seymoor’s righteons soul 12 grieved to see
the militury power of the couatry called 1n to
gupport luw and oreer, 10 Mr, Seymour simply
meant 1o make & Hlng at Geveral Grant, in this
reference to military power, hie 13 not less
unfortunnte: tor (o this same letier he proudly
and bonstfully proclaims wis owp alllauce “with
the largest meeting ol s0ldiers” ever assembled
10 Lhis couniry.

There are evidently conflleting opimnions
and theories anong Iesding mean &8 10 \he
powers of o Prestoent ot the United 3tates, and
ul=0 g% 1o the mavuver tu which he mav properly
exercise those powers. Oue cluss ol wmen
amongst 1 DUvVe pra atieally committed them-
selves to o theory ot the ofice wiaeh virtually
makes the President & despo, Lle caiuol, to
be sure, dictete what shall ®e the luw; bat he
can decide what shall b euforesd gud oboed,
and what law shall not.

Tuee 10 eniore= or obey thew, with mpuoliy.
He i the ouly man i the coae ry who tur do
as e plesses, Al othor wen wiaal obey lew,
He alone bas the soversgu rizht 10 despise
Jaw.
